Only about 30 per cent of the voters of

the city have at present qualified to partic-
ipate in primary elections. Unless the 90,-0-

electors who have not yet established
their eligibility will go to the City Hall
and comply with the new Drabelle law,
they will not be privileged to vote in a
primary election of either party. Tho only
way to Qualify Is to enroll In tne new pri-

mary registration books.
Up to April 15, according to the official

records In the office of the Board of Elec-

tion Commissioners, exactly 33.455 citizens,
as exhibited In the above table, have reg-

istered In the primary books. There are
about 120,000 persons In St. Louis who are
eligible to vote at an election, but none can
participate In a primary election excepting
those who register In the new books. If a
primary election were to tuke place to-d-

only 35 433 out of 120.000 citizens would bo
allowed to vote.

Citizens may register In the office of the
Board of Election Commissioners in the
City HalL The office Is rpen from 9 a. m.
to 6 p. m. every day, and every Friday It
Is open from 9 a. m. to 9 p. m. As there
will be no precinct registration, citizens will
be unable to quallry without going to the
City Hall.

Though a citizen may be enrolled In the
regular registration books and thereby be
qualified to vote at a regular election, this i

does not make him eligible to vote at a
primary election. There are special primary
registration books and the Drabelle law
requires that they be used at primary elec-
tions. Citizens who are not enrolled In these
cooks cannot vote at primaries.

Politicians have been rather active In get-
ting iridr followers to qualify. At a primary
election these leaders would be able to as-
sert their Influence, while the 95000 citizens
who have failed to register would be com-
pelled to allow nominations to go by

The primary registration books of the
Tenth Congressional District will be closed
on May 5. Citizens who desire to take part
In the Republican primaries In this district
must register before May 5.

Hereafter the Board of Election Com-
missioners will meet every Friday morning
at 11 o'clock. Instead of Saturday morning.

o'clock and the first witness took the stand
fifteen minutes later.

Strother sat at the side of his attorney,
Crittenden Clark, as smiling and confident as
If he had been on trial for assault and bat--

he prompted his attorney, giving him sug-

gestions.
Doctor A. C. Kernavs was inc nrsi wit-

ness. Ho testified to being called to the
bath house early In the morning and find-

ing Cooper unconscious from a deep wound
on the top of the head. He said he im-

mediately Informed the police that the
wound was Inflicted with a blunt Instru-
ment and Instructed them to search the
r remises for IL Some time later he said
they found a blood-stain- hammer in the
basement and brought it up to him. Tho
hammer was offered In evidence.

Ottomar Moll of No. 4J05A Evam avenue
said he attended an entertainment at the
Cooper home in Llndell boj'evard the night
of the murder and was still at the house
when Strother called to notify the family
that Mr. Cooper had been hurt. In com-
pany with the negro he said he started
over to the bath house and then sent tho
negro back to tell Mrs, Cooper to send for
a doctor. Moll said he found Cooptr

on a cot in the cooling room and
be at once ran for Doctor Hoge at No.
3v02 Franklin avenue, who was the first
pnjslclan to arrive.

Mary Otto, a day attendant at the Vista

Clark crossMjucationed her at length In
order to show that Fountain could havo
left the basement and come upstairs.

Into his clace at 11:35 o'clock the night of
the murder and boue'it a cigar, os was his
custom. He said Strother remained only a
short time and left, supuosaoly to return to
the bath house. At thW juncture court ad-
journed until y, when the casa will be
resumed.

Clark has Intimated that he has sensa-
tional testimony for the defense, but he re-

fused to give out the nature of this evi-
dence. He Intimated he would show that
two women In a carriage visited Cooper on
the night of the murder, and that they com-
mitted the deed. Ills questions to the physi-
cians on the intimated
th . He tranter! to Vnow If she sledge could
have been wielded by a person of average
height while Cooper was sitting on the side
of a couch.

It is understood that Strother win rteny
the written confessions of the murder which
he signed before Chief Desmond, and wiU
declare the statement was made only to get
rid of the annoyance of being sweated by
the officers.
